New Delhi, the 28th February 1972 

S.R.O. 73. — The following draft of rules further to 
amend the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Rules, 1931, which the Central 
Government proposes to make, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sun-section (1), road with clause (cc> of 
sub-section (2) of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 ol 1924), is hereby published, as required by 
sub-section (i) of the said section for the inlormation 
of all persons likely to be aifecled thereby and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on or after the 11th April, 1972.

Staff of the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
or who is an employee of a Cantonment Board and

(d), as the case may be, shall pass a common qualifying 
test corresponding to the Departmental Examination 
prescribed under rule 8, before he can be considered: 
(i) in the case of Class III Staff of the Military 
Lands and Cantonments Service, by a duly con- 
sntuted Departmental Promotion Committee 
for promotion to Class II cadre of the Service;

lii) in the case of employees of any Cantonment 
Board, by the Commission for appointment to 
Class II cadre of the Service by selection on 
the basis of records and interview. 

(2) No person shall be permitted to appear for the 
common qualifying test under this sub-rule more than 
twice, 

(3) In the case of a person who is an employee of 
any Cantonment Board and who has passed the common 
qualifying test in the first attempt but does not get 
selected thereafter shall have to appear once again for 
the test. 

(f) Every person promoted or appointed to the Class 
II cadre of the Service shall hold the post in the said 
cadre only in a temporary capacity and shall be eligible 
for confirmation therein only after satisfactory com- 
pletion of a probationary period of two years from 
the date of his promotion or appointment, as the case 
may be, to such cadre on the occurrence of substantive 
vacancies in the quotas for the respective categories 
to which they belong. They shall not be required to 
puss again the Departmental Examination prescribed 
in rule 8.
